ISCOVERING in an 
English church the 


bones of James Edward Gglethorpe, foun- 


der of the colony of Georgia and its first gov- 
ernor under the 
English king, a group 
of 


Americans are planning to bring the ashes of 
the soldier-administrator back to Georgia for 
a permanent resting place. Some British news- 
papers, very properly, are protesting against 
this summary removal. It is to be hoped that 
their opposition will prevail. For General Ogle- 
thorpe, although sympathetic with the spirit 
of the American colonists—he was one of the 
first Englishmen to pay his respects to Ambas- 
sador Adams when the first representative went 
to London on behalf of the independent United 
States—General Oglethorpe was born and died 
an Englishman. He was a member of parlia- 
ment in his youth, and founded the colony of 
Georgia as a place of refuge for delinquent 
debtors, in whose sorry treatment in England 
he had become ardently interested while 
in 


parliament. But as soon as his colony was on 
its feet, and its defenses assured, he returned 
to England. He fought for his king on numer- 
ous occasions, and not long before our revolu- 
tion was commander-in-chief of the 
British 


army. He spent his old age in England, and 
died there. It is hardly probable that General 
Oglethorpe would have chosen to find his last 
resting place in a foreign country. Without 
doubt he did a great work in founding Georgia 
and defending it against the Spanish and In- 
dians. His sympathy with the American col- 
onies in the revolution does him credit, but was 
the general attitude of most 
clear-headed 


Britons of his time. He was essentially Eng- 
lish, and his whole life reflected a strong pat- 
riotism and love for his native land. That he 
chose to spend his declining years in England 
should be sufficient evidence that there were 
centered his affections, and it seems 'unfair to 
remove his bones from. the country to which 
he dedicated his life. Georgia has a sufficient 
monument to Governor Oglethorpe in the com- 
monwealth he founded. 
> 


One Day's Grist

PARIS.—Reports hf.ve reached Paris that there 
•re in Bavaria persistent rumors of an approaching war 
of revenge against France. 


According to the rumors, the Bavarians are basing 


their hopes on a new and deadly gas called "E" gas, 
which is so effective it wipes out a whole town without 
possibility of counter action or dissemination by wind. 


Also, it is said, 
no precautions can be 
taken 
igainst it. 


"With this gas, they say, a war would not last more 


than four months, and would not only leave Bavaria the 
conqueror of France, but master of Germany. 


The French take no stock in this report, but many 


others and a number of anonymous threats by Ger- 
mans to 
attack France with 
chemicals and 
germs 


strengthen the belief here that the Germans are carry- 
ing on extensive chemical and bacteriological research 
for future military purposes. 


Perhaps there is more or less of panic and

PROFESSOH STUDYING 
MOST OBSCURE GERM 
IN TOBACCO GROWING 


Crop Saved of Estimated Loss 


of $100,000 by the 


.Early Frost 


MADISON. Wis,—-Tobacco mosaic, 


probably the most obscure disease 
with .which the tobacco groover has to 
contend, will be scrutinized in the lab- 
oratory of the horticultural depart- 
ment of-the state nniversttv. 
Prof. 


Tlnmes Johnson Is in charge of the task 
of tracing this disorder and finding 
a remedy if possible. 


The disease has been known since 


1SS6. 
It has been subjected to con- 


siderable investigation but without 
definite results. The organism which 
is supposed to cause it has never been 
seen and is thought to be too minute 
to be disclosed even by the most pow. 
erful microscope. The invisibility of 
this ghostly little creature adds to 
the difficulties of the quest. 


Tobnco mosaic does enough hnrm to 


be of commercial importance in all to- 
bacco districts. The losses traceable to 
It this season have been obscurecl by 
the early frost, but had the frost not 
occurred mosaic would probably have 
reduced the crop value by $100,000. 


Its presence on tobacco plants is 


usually shown by green or yellow 
markings oa leaves, and sometimes by 
distortion in -the shape 
of 
leaves. 


Growers sometimes confuse it with 
wild fire or other tobacto plagues. 


No treatment basket been discover- 


ed, except cleanliness and care in 
handling the tobacco crop. It is be- 
lieved to live over from year to year 
in stalks and refuse, which carry it 
from one crop to another.

It Is then

Which would be more likely to win 


American support, an effort to put 
life into the league or adoption of 
the Harding plan for a new world 
organization into which the league 
could be merged? 


, Not a few of us think the United 


States should hare Joined the league 
at the outset. Whether the chief fault 
was that of republican senators who 
did not like Mr. Wilson, or of Mr. 
Wilson who did not take eminent re- 
publicans to Paris with*hirr. and then 
demanded 100 per cent and refused 
to throw off five percent for a short 
while to win his noble cause for all 
time, is now of small consequence.1 
Our concern is not with the mistakes 
of the past but with the 
achieve- 


ments of the future. 
* # » » 


Many Americans, particularly cer- 


tain organizations whose alms were 
formed before 
recent events 
had 


demonstrated new and vital truths, 
insist America must join the league. 
Though it is not impossible this may 
ultimately come, no one in his senses 
could hope for it soon, not until a 
political revolution or an upheaval of 
public sentiment earthquakian dn its 
violence had taken place among us. 
And by that time Europe and per- 
haps much of the remainder of the 
world would be down in the yawn- 
ing abyss. 


Certain prejudices, -perhaps mere 


partisan but strong, possibly unrea- 
sonable but deep and persistent, have 
grown up In this country over 
the 


very name of the league. 
Were It 


absolutely necessary, if this were the 
only way, these prejudices might»be 
beaten down, slow and difficult 
as 


would be the proces*. 


* * « * 


But is it not true that the achieve- 


ment which the league was formed 
to bring about Is of infinitely more 
Importance than the league itself? 
That the league ie only a means to 
an end, which it has not reached, and 
If that Is now within command by' 
means which do not encounter the 
most bitter and powerful part of the 
American prejudices, should not that 
more promising way be adopted? 


If there Is a way In which not only 


American participation but American 
leadership may be won, in which our 
country could bring about the crea- 
tion of an organization morally sure 
of achieving the end In view where 
the league has but vague hope* of 
doing better In future, could any sin- 
cere friend of world progress reject 
this assurance of success and stub- 
bornly atand out for tue name of the 
dubious experiment alone? 


Here wan the thought of those who 


helped the late president frame what 
is now known as the Harding Idea. 
And Mr. Harding had ample Informa- 
tion uppn which 'to bane hte belief 
that with America proposing a new 
organization into which the existing 
body could he merged,, objections 
thereto from any important quarter 
would be few and faint. 
* » * * 


Hence the plan for the American 


president to call a new world con- 
gress to erect an. organization which 
might be called the 9ommunlty of 
nations, its executive council to be 
in two regional subdivisions, one, the 
existing league, modified, to deal with 
the old world, broadly defined; the 
other with the new world and the 
Pacific zone. 
Superior to these, to 


function in great emergencies should 
such appear, the world council Itself. 


Thus the league may live on and 


do great work In its field, far more 
useful than now because 
Jt would 


have alt civilization, world law and 
all authority and proper community 
powers of law enforcement befeirid It. 


In this war, or something akin In 


principle, appears to lie the only hope 
of American help In solving the prob- 
lem before It Is too late. 


If on the other hand it must be 


the league as It now stands or noth- 
ing, 
nothing It is likely to be for 


years to come. The invaluable mental 


reaction of all peoples to the World 
War may be lost. "Never Again" will 
fade away. Civilization, already slip- 
ping fast backward, may go all thje 
way back, another 
catastrophe 
be 


needed to rouse again the world's 
mental mass.* * * * 


Above all, the fatal mistake of the 


league in falling to destroy root and 
branch of the old system and set up 
the new system of international law 
as supreme over all, must now be 
rectified. 


America will never be a real and 


hearty participant ,in any world ef- 
fort which leaves war a legal status 
and general disarmament therefore 
a mere dream. 
American common 


sense says it must be one or the oth- 
er—the rule of force or the rule of 
law—the two cannot be mixed—there 
is no safe half-way. 


To remould and revivify the league 


with a war-abolishing international 
statute to stand upon, needs at best 
another world congress to enact that 
law, and this congress should at the 
same time perfect the organization 
and equip it with the powers needful 
to enforce that law. 
* * * * 


To insist that the only way America 


can help In solving the problem Is by 
joining the league as it now stands 
will mean doubtless another party 
war,In this country over a question! 
of world duty. Every friend of pro- 
gress know* that would be a disaster 
to the cause. 


Whatever America is to do should 


not be done as the measure of any 
political 
party, 
but 
should 
come 


through the awakening of the conr 
science and practical sense of our 
whole people In realization that the 
better world this world rauy be made 
in future the better for America in 
every way.

If the democrats are for the prin- 


ciple which the president they elected 
put into the league, and the repub- 
licans are for the more effective and 
successful application of that princi- 
ple as the president they elected had 
planned before his death to achieve 
under American leadership, there Is 
not the smallest need of a party 
struggle. 


Aa both of these recent presidents 


more than once said, party rivalries 
and contentions should stop at the 
edge of the high^seas, not Invade our 
foreign relations—there .we should 
stand as a unit people. 
And.should 


not the country be proud to stand by 
the finest things Wilson and Harding 
ever did? 


If all political parties should put 


into their creed next year as the 
voice of the nation a declaration for 
the end of war by a'world congress, 
soon to be summoned by the Ameri- 
can president, the solution of the 
greatest problem now vexing the 
world would be near at band.
